The break de- 
pends solely on the formality of the 
reception of the official report from 
Paris on the sinking of the Brazilian 
steamer Parana by a German sub-

The Estado, of Sao Paulo, demands 
that Brazil range itself on the side 
of the United States “for the defense 
of the rights of neutral peoples who 
are temperamentally opposed to action 
because they understand nothing of 


their destiny.“ 

Patriotic demonstrations were con- 
tinued throughout the day. but there 
was no disorder. In official circles no 
doubt is expressed that the government 
will act decisively in accordance with 
its warning to Germany when unre- 
stricted submarine warfare was declar- 
ed. In this connection wording of a 
telegram sent by Dr. Lauro Muller to 
the Brazilian legation in Berlin on Feb- 


ruary 13 is recassed. 

The telegram said: “We will consider 
it essential to the maintenance of 
friendly relations that no Brazilian ship 
be attacked on the sea under any pre- 
text, even that of carrying contraband 
of war, as the belligerent nations have 
arbitraril put everything into that 
category.’ 

BRAZIL RESOLVED 
ON DRASTIC STEPS. 

Washington, April 9%.—In ULatin- 
American diplomatic quarters here it 
was said late — 4 that Dr. Muller's 
refusal to receive the German minister 
to Brazil undoubtedly meant that the 
government definitely had decided to 
sever all diplomatic relations with 
Germany. 

Dr. Muller's orders that a steamer be 
prepared “at once for a mission abroad” 
was interpreted as meaning that the 
Brazilian government also * deter- 
mined to arrange for the immediate 
departure of the German officials. It 
was considered doubtful that forty-six 
German ships in Brazilian ports would 
be seized at this time, unless it should 
appear that the vessels might attempt 
escape or were in danger of being 
damaged or destroyed by their crews.

War Department Announces Monday 


WILSON WORKING 
FOR CONSCRIPTION 


President Gets Behind Gen- 


eral Staff’s Plan for Rais- 
ing Army—Much Opposi- 
tion to Conscription. 


Washington, April 9.—President Wil- 
son threw the weight of his personal 
influence into the scales today in an 
effort to overcome opposition in con- 
gress to the administration army plans 
based on the draft system. 

Summoning Chairman Dent, of the 
house military committee, to the white 
house, the president made it clear that 
he believes the safety of the nation 
hangs on the action of congress in this 
regard. He will make “a similar ex- 
position of the military situation to- 
morrow to representative Anthony, of 
Kansas, who has led opposition to the 
draft plan among republican members 
of the military committee. 

In his action today the president 
recognized the fact that there may de- 
velop a strong feeling in congress in 
favor of adhering to the old volunteer 
system, and sought to bring home to 
Mr. Dent, one of those who holds that 
view, the lessons to be drawn trom the 
great war into which the United States 
now has been plunged and which all 
point, military advisers of the gov- 
ernment declare, to the absolute neces- 
sity of facing the issue squarely and 
summoning men to the colors by draft. 

A compromise plan may be offered 
by the opponents of compulsory serv- 
ice. A sentiment for such a move was 
evident in Mr. Dent's committee before 
which Secretary Baker and the mili- 
tary chiefs of the war department 
assembled in full strength during the 
day to support the administration's 
policy. There was no indication, how-‘ 
ever, that a compromise would be ac- 
cepted by the president. 

Call for Volunteers Urged. 

In the senate debate on conscription 
occupied much time during discussion 
of the regular army appropriation bill. 
The question is not dealt with in the 
bill, but during the debate Senator 
Kirby offered an amendment which 
would authorize the president to call 
volunteers in lots of hal fa million 
each. The amendment is subject to a 
point of order and probably will be 
disposed of that way without debate. 

As a result of Chairman Dent's at- 
titude, it is possible that some other 
member of the house committee will 
present the administration bill if it is 
reported substantially in the form in 
which it was drawn. The chairman 
agreed to introduce it “by request, 
which means that he would take no 
responsibility for it. 

While refusing to discuss his con- 
ference with the president for publica- 
tion. Mr. Dent admitted that no con- 
clusion was reached. ; 

„Wnen I received the bill,” he ex- 
plained, “I agreed with the secretary 
of war that I would introduce it by 
request.’ He then asked me to hold 
it up. until after the declaration of 
existence of a state of war was made 
by congress. After that the commit- 
tee agtfeed that the bill should not 
he introduced until there had been 
thorough hearings on the subject. 

“There is no chance on earth of the 
bill coming out of the committee in 
any form within a week at the least. 
The main controversy is over the ques- 
tion of conscription. There is no ques- 
tion, however, on the part of any one 
as to giving the president all the men 
and money needed to carry on the war. 
The only controversy is as to the means 
of doing so.”

| Washington, April 9.—<Special:)—The 
war department today designated At- 
lanta as supply -headquarters for the 
department of the southeast. The or- 
der was issued this morning by Briga- 
dier General William G. Sharpe, quar- 
termaster general, at the direction of 
the secretary of war. 

Under the present plan of raising one 
million men within a year for the army, 
the supplies of all kinds for possibly 
250,000 men will be purchased through 
this depot and stored in Atlanta. 


MERCHANTS 
TO PROFIT. 


Atlanta merchants will be afforded an 
opportunity to bid on these supplies, 
as well as those of Birmingham, Chat- 
tanooga, Macon and other cities. In ad- 
dition to the supplies usually kept in 
reserve in government depots, such as 
guns and ammunition, uniforms and 
tents, shoes, blankets and saddles, a 
store of provisions and supplies for men 
actually on duty in mobilization camps 
will be maintained. 

Food supplies of all kinds, fresh 
meats, vegetables and the like; milk 
and dairy supplies and ice sufficient 
to supply an entire city as large as 
Atlanta will be purchased through this 
depot, as well as horses and mules 
for the troops in the southeastern de- 
partment and the food for these ani- 
mal. 

The most encouraging thing about 
the location of the supply head- 
quarters in Atlanta, is that it will fur- 
nish a strong argument why the city 
should be designated as mobilization 
headquarters. 

One of the lessons taught by the 


mobilization of troops for service on the 
Mexican border is the need for hav- 
ing supply depots close to the spot 
where the troops are, to save expenses 
and delay in transportation.

The 
Austrian crews were taken off and 
sent to immigration stations, and 
American guards put on board. The 
measure was explained as purely one 
of police caution, but it is realized that 
it may be interpreted by Austria as an 
act of war. In a similar situation after 
the break with Germany no ships were 
seized until a state of war actually had 
been declared.

Almost Supernatural Pyro- 
technic Spectacle Marked 
Advance of Gen. Haig’s 
Men—Germans Too Dazed 
by British Artillery to Put 
Up Strong Fight. 


(From Staff Correspondent of Asso. Press.) 

With the British Armies in France, 
April 9.—(Via London.)—The war on 
the western front, which has been mov- 
ing more rapidly in the last five weeks, 
broke into full swing today. Widening 
the attacks that they have been direct- 
ing against the retreating Germans in 
the sector of the Somme, the British 
struck still further north and in a 
Series of assaults on a broad front, 
with Arras more or less the pivotal 
point, they drove the Germans from 
scores of important positions, pene- 
trated far into the German lines and 


inflicted heavy casualties. 

A visit to corps headquarters this 
indicated that the number 
of prisoners taken in the last twelve 


hours will exceed 5,000. The barbed 
wire “cages” or compounds built to 
receive prisoners that were expected 
to be taken were overcrowded long be- 
fore noon, although the principal at- 
tack did not begin until shortly after 
dawn. 

The heaviest fighting today develop- 
ed along a line a few miles southeast 
of Arras in a northerly direction to 
the neighborhood of Lens, but the ac- 
tions extended far in the direction of 
St. Quentin. 

Famous Vimy Ridge Taken. 

In the territory captured today was 
the famous Vimy ridge, which had 
been fought over time and time again. 
The French had fought desperately 
and valiantly in an endeavor to wrest 
this vantage ground from the Ger- 
mans, the battles costing both bellig- 
erents untold casualties. Back of the 
northern end of Vimy ridge lie the 
principal coal fields of France which 
are still in German hands. 

The fighting on Vimy ridge was car- 
ried out by the Canadians, who had 
retained a footing on the ridge all 
winter, but always higher up was the 
enemy. On either side of the Canadians 
were English and Scottish battalions 
and in today’s battle there was glory 
enough for all. The irrepressible 
“tanks” also shared in the honors of 
the successful assault. 

One position captured to the north- 
east of Arras was a sort of labyrinth 
of trenches enmeshed in multiple bands 
of wire, called “The Harp,” because of 
its shape. Prisoners had proclaimed 
this strong point practically unassail- 
able, but sweeping over it today, the 
British took within it nearly a thou- 
sand prisoners and they captured also 
during the day three German battalion 
commanders, who compare in rank 
with a colonel in the British. The 
Canadians took two thousand prisoners. 

It was ‘said everywhere along the 
attacking line that the Germans ap- 
peared to have been taken by surprise 
and only in a few instances did they 
put up a strong fight. One reason for 
this was that they had been fairly 
dazed by the British artillery fire of 
the last ten days. 

From the high ground overlooking 
Arras a panoramic view of many miles 
of the British attack was presented. 


Great Cencentration of Guns. 

The concentration of guns for this 
operation probably was the greatest 
for a given amount of front since the 
war began. Almost countless guns 
had taken part in the bombardment 
since the beginning, but it was not un- 
til last night that many masked bat-

teries joined in the grim chorus. 

Approaching the battlefield well be- 
fore dawn, the reflection of the gun 
tlashes against the low hanging clouds 
gave the inevitable impression of a 
continuous play of sheet lighting along 
the horizon. But when this wonder- 
ful night picture of modern warfare 
came into full view it seemed as if 
suddenly one stood on the brink of an 
overwhelming inferno. Looking down 
into the valley, tongues of flame could 
be seen flashing from hundreds upon 
hundreds of gun mouths like so many 
white-het serpents’ fangs. The guns 
were playing upon the ridges looming 
up in the distance enveloped in dark- 
ness, upon which lay the German lines. 
There was as yet no alarm. The Ger- 
mans had become accustomed to re- 
ceive daily “strafes’’ from the British 
and they were sending up only rou- 
tine star shells and trench flares 

As dawn approached the British bat- 
teries one by one became strangely 
silent. For a half hour the stillness 
was almost oppressive, The hot pit 
flashes disappeared. All this time, 
however, the German star shells and 
flares were ascending with the same 
monotonous regularity that marks the 
German positions along the entire 
front. 

The glorious weather of Easter Sun- 
day had disappeared and from menac- 
ing black clouds overhead rain began 
to fall. It was driven along by a 
stinging gale left over from the abun- 
dant storms of March. The storm de- 
layed the coming of dawn to such an 
extent that it was still quite dark 
when the moment set for the British

screaming shells. The dark profiles 
of the ridge etched againet the 
background of the graying skies, now 
were more clearly defined by the high 
explosive missiles, which burst along 
the ground like flaring pots of fire. 
Above these in the air played the 
shrapnel barrage shelle, breaking with 
iant firefly flashes and hurling their 
eaden hail of death on all below. 

The first volley scarcely had reached 
the German lines when up went the 
ever-ready signals of distress and 
S. O. S. calls for assistance from their 
8 artillery. Most of the dis- 
tress rockets burst in great showers 
of golden rain; others looped high in 
the air and broke into flaming balls 
of red and green. It was difficult to 
realize that this was not simply a 
Stupendous, almost supernatural pyro- 
technic spectacle arranged for the 
pleasure of the gods. It was more 
difficult still to realise that it was 
actual reality of war and that the thou- 
sands of flashes and quick flames play- 
ing in the dawn were funeral torches 
lighting the way of souls into eternity.

along the horizon, the whole 
world seemed red. Under the glare of 
the exploding mines which had been 
dug under the enemy lines, and out 
under the shells, could be seen the 
British soldiers trudging — trudging 
across No Man's Land to a hand-to- 
hand ecounter with the Germans. They 
moved closely behind the protecting 
shell curtain sent up by their guns. 


Cold Valor Shown by British. 


As this barrier fire moved forward 
the men kept pace. It will ever be an 
amazing feature of this war, the abso- 
lutely cold valor with which the men 
go into action. Never the old shouting 
or the impulsive rush to victory—just 
a slow, deliberate trudge, not more 
than two or three men grouped, and 
each silent, with his own thoughts un- 
til actual fighting with the hitherto 
unseen foe begins. Then it is a quick 
surrender, a shot or a bayonet thrust, 
and the attacking wave moves on. 

The coming of day changed the 
magic picture of night completely and 
with almost naked suddenness. Now 
the horizon was dull, with accumulated 
smoke. Shells which had burst into 
pillars of fire by night now appeared as 
black fountains springing from the 
earth. There was an occasional flash 
to the shrapnel bursts, but generally 
they flew in merely as puff balls of 
smoke. The roar, however, was always 
the same. 

The sun broke through the clouds 
just before noon, as the British were 
breaking through the third and fourth 
German lines.

Congress Wil! Authorize 
Bond Issue This Week. 
$3,000,000,000 Going to the 
Entente Allies. 


Washington, April 9.—The adminis- 
tration’s financial program for carrying | 
on the war, in so far as it relates to 
the authorization of a $5,000,000,000 
bond issue, including $3,000,000,000 
be loaned to the allies, will be placed 
Within the next forty-eight hours be- 
fore congress with every prospect of 
prompt approval. a 

The measure will be considered by 
the house ways and means committee 
tomorrow afternoon. The committee 
probably will report the measure Wed- 


nesday and the house is expected to 
begin its consideration Thursday. 


Lean Will Be Oversubscribed. 
Official announcement was made to- 
night by Secretary McAdoo of the pro- 
gram. Mr. McAdoo predicted that the 
amount would be overwhelmingly sub- 
scribed. The facilities offered by bank- 
ers and others to aid in making the 
issue a success will be accepted. As- 
sistance also will be sought of federal 
reserve banks, national banks, state 
banks, insurance companies, rivate 
and investment bankers, and of every 
governmental agency, such as the in- 
ternal revenue offices and the post- 
offices, in floating the issue. 

Mr. McAdoo also announced that he 
would “take the benefit of the counsel 
of the most experienced bankers and 
investors of the country as to the best 
means of making the offer a pronounc- 
ed success.” ä 

The term of the bonds is yet to be 
decided upon, as well as the denomina- 
tions, but it is likely that there will 
be little change in the plan to issue 
them in denominations as low as $265. 
It is possible that the big issue will 
not be placed before the investing pub- 
lic in one lump sum, but will be Teaued 
from time to time as the money is 
needed. 

Mr. McAdoo conferred today with 
Representatives Rainey, Longworth 
and Moore, and with Senators Penrose 
and Hustings. J. P. Morgan, in Wash- 
ington on other busine for a few 
‘hours, paid a aer Hen on Mr. 
McAdoo. The bond issue was discussed 
incidentally, it was said, and Mr. Mor- 
gan remarked that he thought the 
country was in a condition readily to 
ansorb a large issue. 


Statement by McAdoo. 


Mr. McAdoo’s formal announcement 
of the program made at the conclusion 
— a day of conferences read as fol- 
Ows: 

“The administration will ask con- 
gress for authority to issue $5,000,000, - 
000 of government bonds to meet the 
situation created by the war with Ger- 
many. The proposed bonds will be ex- 
empt from taxation and bear interest 
ag at 3% percentum per annum. 
Two Dillion dollars of these bonds will 
be required to finance, in part, the ex- 
penditure involved in the proper organ- 
zation and operation of the army and 
navy, and the conduct of the war gen- 
erally. Of course, a large amount of 
additional revenue will have to be 
raised by taxation, but this part of the 
problem is under consideration by the 
ways and means committee of the house 
of representatives. It will naturally 
take a reasonable time to discuss and 

ree upon the new item of taxation, 
which should not and, I am confident, 
will not become the subject of partisan 
treatment. ö 

“Three billion dollars of the proposed 
issue of bonds should be used to sup- 
ply credit to the governments making 
common cause with us against Ger- 
many to enable them to secure essential 
supplies in the United States and carry 
on the war with increased effect. The 
most serviceable thing we can do im- 
mediately for the common cause is to 
furnish credit to these foreign govern- 
ments, who, in conjunction with us, are 
fighting Germany. This financial aid 
ought to be extended at the earliest 
possible moment. It will be trebly val- 
uable and effective if extended now. 

“The purpose is to purchase the ob- 
ligations of the foreign governments to 

ich credit is given—such obligations 
to bear the same rate of interest, and 
in other essentials to contain the same 
terms and conditions as the bonds of 
the United States.

The Nebraskan’s Statement 
That He Has Offered His 
Services and Life for Coun- 
try, Greeted With Cheers

William Jennings Bryan, 
| under the auspices of the Gideons, at

Sunday and urged him to come to At- 
lanta. Mr. Bryan said that he had 
followed ‘several of Mr. Sunday’s re- 
vivals closely and that he regarded 
“Billy Sunday as the greatest spiritual 
force in this country.”

“We are about to vote $5,000,000,000 
to the president,” replied Senator Stone, 
“and I wouldn’t hesitate to compensate 
the men who go to the front—not pur- 
chase them, not as a bounty, but that 
it 2 be the best-paid army in the 
world.” 


Baker for Conscription. 


Before the house committee Secre- 
tary Baker stood firmly for the general 
staff plans. 

“Would you prefer,” Representative 
Anthony asked, “authority to raise a 
volunteer army within thirty days, 
rather than to raise the 500,000 under 
a selective draft that might take six 
months?” 3 

“I prefer the selective draft system,” 
replied the secretary. 

Mr. Baker approved a suggestion 
that instead of authorizing two incre- 
ments of selective draft forces, 500,000 
tv an increment, the bill authorize the 
president to call as many such incre- 
rcents from time to time as he deemed 
necessary. 

Mr. Baker said the only provision of 
the administration bill which would 
militate agatnst the continuance of 
national guard units as such after they 
had been drafted in the federal service 
was that the way was to be opene 
for national guard officers to promo- 
tion to any part of the new armies. 

The secretary explained also that the 
department had been unable to permit 
national guard recruiting to proceed 
beyond the peace strength of the com- 
mands because of shortage of equip- 
ment which it could supply immedi- 
ately. The department’s reserve stock 
was absorbed by the recent border 
mobilization. 


No Mere Brigadiers. 


In the senate, the 1918 appropriation 
bill, designed to carry on the existing 
military establishment, made rapid 
progress. It has passed the house al- 
ready and came from the senate com- 
mittee carrying a total of $278,000,000 
which is in addition to the $3,000,000,000 
now asked for the army to meet the 
war emergency. 

The bill now contains a section which 
does away with the grade of brigadier 
general, substituting a senior and jun- 
lor division of the grade of major gen- 
eral instead. 

The new section also proposes that 
the chief of staff be given the rank 
of general, senior to all other army 
officers, while in that position. This 
parallels changes in navy practice, 
where the chief of operations has been 
made ranking admiral of the navy. 
Similarly, departmental commanders 
would become generals, and provision 
is made for the re-creation of the grade 
of lieutenant general, which vanished 
from army lists with the retirement 
of General Miles. 

With armies in the field of the size 
now in contemplation, this procedure 
becomes urgently necessary. 


GEORGIA MEMBERS 
WARY OF CONSCRIPTION.

Washington, April 9%.—(Special.)— 
Georgia members of congress are 
studying closely the plans of the gen- 
eral staff for raising an army. They 
are wary of accepting the principle of 
compulsory service. 

Representative Charles H. Brand, of 
the Eighth district, is outspoken 
against conscription at present. He 
Says he has an abiding faith in Presi- 
dent Wilson, but until it is shown to 
his satisfaction by indisputable evi- 
dence that it is absolutely necessary 
for the welfare of the country and its 
national honor and existence he is op- 
posed to sending any or his people to 
the trenches in Burope against their 
will. He insists that the government 
should first call for volunteers, but 
that ample time should be given for 
the country to respond to this call, and 
thus demonstrate this necessity ‘before 
compulsory service is invoked. 

Representative William Schley How- 
ard proposes an amendment to exempt 
farmers from the compulso features 
of the army organization bill. 

In explaining his proposed amend- 
ment, Mr. Howard said the problem of 
providing an adequate food supply just 
now was more serious than that of 
raising men or money. 

“I fear that neither congress nor the 
country realizes the difficulties in the 
way of the farmers producing an ade- 
quate amount of foodstuffs, even for 
our own people,” said Mr. Howard. 
“The quartermaster general of the 
army tells me the situation will be se- 
rious unless more foodstuffs are raised 
than were produced last year.”

In a statement tonight reviewing 
these negotiations the state department 
revealed that on April 1, before Presi- 
dent Wilson went before congress to 
to ask for a declaration of a state of 
war with Germany, Austria served no- 
tice that such a declaration would 
mean a break between the Washington 
and Vienna governments. This notifi- 
cation brought to an abrupt end the 
state department's efforts to dissuade 
the Austrian foreign office from adher- 
ing fully to the German submarine 


policy. 
German Pressure on Austria. 


Although the full text of the com- 
munications exchanged was not given 
out, the department’s review disclosed 
a disposition on the part of the United 
States to tolerate Austria's verbal in- 
dorsement of the German policy pro- 
vided there were no steps for actual 
co-operation and no insistence that 
Count Tarnowski besreceived. On the 
part of Austria there was evident a 
desire to maintain friendly relations, 
but an increasing inability to do so 
because of German pressure. 

Although war with Austria is thought 
now to be a practical certainty Presi- 
dent Wilson is described as having no 
intention of forcing it. The belief is 
that the president will not ask congress 
to declare that a state of war exists 
unless some overt act against the 
United States is committed. 

Officials were without definite advices 
tonight regarding arrangements for 
withdrawal of the embassy staff at 
Vienna and other Americans in the dual 
empire. Ambassador Penfield already is 
in Switzerland, having been ordered 
more than a week ago to start for 
Washington for personal discussion of 
the Austrian negotiations. It is as- 
sumed that no obstacles will be placed 
in the way of the departure of Ameri- 
can Charge Grew, his staff, the 200 
other native Americans scattered 
throughout Austria and Hungary and 
such of the 1,800 or more naturalized 
American citizens who may care to 
leave. 

Baron Zwiedenek and other Austrian 
officials in the United States probably 
will.go home on a Swedish or Nor- 
wegian passenger steamer. Definite ar- 
rangements for their trip will be made 
tomorrow by Swedish Minister Eken- 
gren in conference with state depart- 
ment officials. Tonight Mr. Ekengren 
had not been authorized formally by 
his government to take over Austrian 
interests here, but he expected his re- 
quest for such authorization to be 
granted within a few hours. 


14 AUSTRIAN SHIPS 
TAKEN IN CHARGE; 
ALL ARE DAMAGED

Boston, April %.—Richard Olney, 
Statesman, once secretary of state and 
always a noted student of international 
affairs, died at his home, in the Fen- 
Way at 8:45 o’clock last night. Word 
of his death was not given to the pub- 
lic until today. 

The end came after a protracted 
period of intense suffering which had 
failed, however, to shake the courage 
of good humor that had marked his 
82 years, or ta divert his mind from 
the intense interest which he had main- 
tained in America’s quarrel with Ger- 
many. 
semi-consciousness with a smile on his 
face.

gress and his joy was unbounded It 
was the consummation of his most 
earnest hope. 

Throughout his final illness up to 
late last Thursday Mr. Olney’s mind 
had remained perfectly clear and he 
followed every move in the interna- 
tional struggle. Those who were with 
him said the one thought in his mind 
was that “something be done.” A lit- 
tle earlier he had Goan rejoiced over 
the news from Russia. He had never 
trusted the autocracy and regarded the 
Russian government the weak link in 
the chain of allies. 

Favoreé Loan to Allies. 

It was rarely that Mr. Olney would 
speak for publication. His most re- 
cent expression, made only a few days 
ago, was in reply to the query wheth- 
er he thought the United States ought 
to make a big loan to the allies. With- 
out hesitation he said he, would like 
to have such a loan made, but he doubt- 
ed the constitutionality of such action 
by congress. 

Five years ago Mr. Olney was operat- 
ed upon for an intestinal trouble. Last 
October there was a recurrence of the 
malady and in January another opera- 
tion was performed. Since then he 
had failed steadily and it was apparent 
that the end was not far off. 

It was typical of Mr. Olney that little 
was known of his illness, and, in keep- 
ing with his notions that the announce- 
ment of his passing was delayed for a 
day. From the time that he entered 
President Cleveland’s cabinet as attor- 
ney general in 1893 becoming secretary 
of state two vears later, no man in New 
England had been sought out more con- 
sistently by newspaper men for his 
opinion on current events and none 
probably furnished the reporters with 
less “copy.” When in 1906 he was 
awakened by the telenhone a little 
after midnight to be told that the dem- 
ocratic national convention had before 
it a proposition to nominate him for 
president, the only comment elicited 
from the man who was being “boomed” 
as the one who had “twisted the lion’s 
tai!“ in defense of feeble Venezuela, 
was that it was an extraordinarily 
early hour” at which to disturb a man’s 
slumbers. 

Wilson Sends Message. 


Washington, April 9.—President Wil- 
son, on being informed of the death of 
Richard Olney, former secretary of 
state, sent the following telegram to 
Mrs. Olney, his widow: 

‘T am sure that I am expressing the 
opinion of the whole country when I 
express to you my heartfelt grief at 
the death of your Senge inv ny hus- 
band. I had relied upon him for coun- 
sel and the whole nation honored his 
wisdom and patriotism in affairs. A 
great citizen has passed away.” 

Since Mr. Wilson became president 
he has offered Mr. Olney several po- 
sitions in the government, including 
that of ambassador to Great Britain 
and a place in the cabinet. All the of- 
fers were refused. 


German Branches in U. S. 
Of Fnsurance. Companies 
Will Continue Business 


General W. A. Wright, Georgia in- 
surance commissioner, Monday receiv- 
ed from Washington a proclamation by 
President Wilson “authorizing and per- 
mitting United States branch establish- 
ments of German insurance companies 
to continue the transaction of their 
business in the same manner and to 
the same extent as though a state of 
war did not now exist, and providing 
rules and regulations for the conduct 
of same.” 

The provisions under which such 
business may be conducted are con- 
tained in the following paragraph of 
the proclamation: 

„Provided. however, that all of funds of 
such establishments, now in the possession 
of their managers or agents, or which shall 
hereafter come into their possession, shall 
be subject to such rules and regulations con- 
cerning the payment and disposition there- 
of as shall be prescribed by the insurance 
supervising officials in tne state in which 
the principal office of such establishment in 
the United States is located, but in no event 
shall any funds belonging to or held for the 
benefit of such companies be transmittted 
outside the United States nor be used as the 
basis for the establishment, directly or in- 
directly, of any credit within or outside of 
the United States, to or for the benefit or 


use of the enemy or any of his allies with- 


out permission of this government.” 

No German insurance company has a 
principal office in this state. The in- 
surance commissioner, therefore, con- 
templates no rules for Georgia other 
than those outlined in the presidert's 
proclamation.

at Pensacola, the Lucia; at Tampa, the 
Borneo; at New Orleans, the Anna, 
Clara and Teresa, and at Galveston, the 
Campania and Morawitz. 

The tonnage of the furteen vessels 
totals approximately 67,000. The largest 
of the fleet is the Martha Washington 
at New York, 8,312 tons, and passenger 
accommodations for 1,100 persons; the 
smallest is the Anna at New Orleans, 
of 1,575 tons. The second largest is 
the Dora, of 7,037 tons. Most of the 
others are between 3,500 and 5,000 tons 
register and are freighters.

A REASONABLE PROPOSITION. 


If congress has time during the current 
session it will be called upon to consider a 
pending bill to allow distillers and owners 
of large consignments of whisky to convert 
such portion of it as they may see fit into 
commercial alcohol. 

It is to be hoped that congress will find 
time to pass the bill, because there is vast 
need in the industries for every ounce of 
alcohol now in stock or that can be pro- 
duced. 

The fact that distillers have asked for 
the privilege is significant, in that it indi- 
cates a tendency to abandon the old anti- 
prohibition “argument” that there is more 
whisky consumed in “dry” than in “wet” 
states, and they evidently are alert to the 
drift of things as regards future strong 
drink consumption. 

The pending bill, if made into law, would 
apply to something like 200,000,000 gallons 
of whisky now in bond, a large proportion of 
which is stored in newly-made prohibition 
territory, like Tennessee, for instance. Con- 
version of the beverage contemplated in 
the act; into non-potable alcohol, would, it 
is estimated, effect an economic saving of 
approximately 3100,000, 000. 

There can be no valid objection to the 
plan. 

The law as it stands in all prohibition 
territory makes no provision for the com- 
mercial use of the alcohol in inhibited alco- 
hol-containing beverages. Yet there is an 
increasing demand for it as a solvent and 
preservative, for use in the arts and in vari- 
ous branches of industry and manufacture. 

Alcohol is a potent producer of heat, 
power and light; and at any time—espe- 
cially now that we are engaged in a war 
that probably is going to tax our forces to 
the uttermost—it looks reasonable to con- 
serve for manufacturing and scientific pur- 
poses the stock of alcohol affected by dry 
legislation—provided, of course, it can be 
done in a manner that will not interfere 
with the purpose of the prohibition move- 
ment to withhold alcohol from human con- 
sumption as a beverage.

KITCHEN EFFICIENCY 


By Carl Vrooman, Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture. a 


(For The Constitution.) 


The commensariat of a modern army 
should be an example to every American 
housewife. In the army the ration is well 
balanced, the cheapest, nutritious and palata- 
ble foods are purchased, and the most eco- 
nomical means of preparing them are used. 

It is a patriotic duty at this time and all 
the time,’ whether there is war or peace, for 
every American woman, rich or poor, to keep 
her home “prepared.” Home preparedness 
means substitution of cheap dishes for costly 
foods when practical, elimination of waste, 
and scientifically balanced rations. 

There are two great groups of foods that 
enter into a balanced human ration—the pro- 
tein group, like meats, eggs and beans; and 
the starch group, such as potatoes, rice, ce- 
reals, bread, etc. The protein foods, as a 
rule, are more expensive than the starchy 
foods. Some protein foods, however, are 
cheap. The prime factor in economy in foods 
is the choice of protein foods that are at the 


same time cheap and palatable, 


A cheap food, ‘rich in protein and fats, is 
the ordinary field soy bean, often sold under 
the name of “Togo bean.“ Ten cents’ worth 
at the price of 15 cents a quart will supply 
over 5 ounces of protein, while average beef 
at 20 cents a pound will supply little over 1 
ounce of protein for the same money. 

An excellent basis for soups can be made 


i from the water in which most vegetables 
are boiled. The water in which soy beans 


have been cooked, for example, may be used 
to good advantage in making ‘stock. Save 
also vegetable tops, skim milk, bones and 


meat scrap for soups. Make the butcher give 


you all the fat that he weighs with 
cut of meat—it's valuable grease. | 

Don’t. depend on one kind of food. When 
potatoes are dear remember that 1 pound 
of dry corn meal provides about 5 times as 


your 


much fuel or energy and 5 times as much: 


tissue-building protein as 1 pound of raw po- 
tatoes and costs from one-third to one- 5 
as much. 


COST OF EDUCAT 


; WW ‘er 


Do you know how much the city of At- 
lanta pays yearly for the education of each 
child in her schools? Can you even approx- 
imate? Do you know how Atlanta compares 
with other cities in this expenditure? Here 
are the facts: 

The government report for 1915 shows 
that of the 62 cities of the United States 
having over 100,000 population, 60 spent more 
per capita for education than Atlanta. What 
does this mean? Are we behind all other 
cities in education? If we are not doing 
what we should, why is it? We do not wish 
to say that Atlanta must pay as much as 
other cities for schools for the mere purpose 
of boasting of large expenditures. We do 
wish to spend the necessary amount to show 
results equal or ahead of any other city, 
however. The articles to follow in this se- 
ries will show just where expenses will have 
to be increased in order that children-leaving 
the schools may become the most useful citi- 
zens. 3 
Now, for the amount we really spend— 
the average per capita cost of a public school 
education in Atlanta, including high schools, 
is $35.37; excluding high schools, it is only 
a little over $21. The following cities are 
those nearest Atlanta in size, and it will be 
seen that we do not come up to the average 
in a single item of expenditure—only in sal- 
aries and administration do we spend much 
more than half of the average. Of these 60 
cities Birmingham alone spent less in 1915 
when these statistics were gathered, and 
Birmingham had just voted a bond issue 
which eliminated the expense of buildings 
and grounds.

But again let us*look at the average ex- 
penditures of these same twelve cities com- 
pared with Atlanta’s expenditures. These 
are, of course, based on per capita for popu- 
lation.

It will be seen that we spend considera- 


bly above the average in some departments 
—notably police, health conservation, char- 
ities, hospitals and _ corrections; we spend 
considerably. under average in others—gen- 
eral expenses and education, the latter being 
$1.60 below! 

We are not prepared to say that the 
city is spending one cent too much on any 
department that is above average, nor are 
we. advocating any cut even if it could be 
turned to the schools. Yet, is it not true that 
a large part of the expense of each of these 


departments comes because of ignorance or 


inefficiency of the citizens? Does it not 
seem plausible that if our children could be 
given an education which really prepared 
them to do some work well, and gave them 
an adequate idea of the meaning and value 
of citizenship—it would be possible in time 
to readjust expenses so that less would have 
to be spent in an effort to prevent destruc- 
tion? : ue

There is no one, I think, but will agree 
that our children, as a rule, are not ready 
for life when they leave school: all will say 
that this should ‘not be so. But in order to 
improve this condition we must have more

It will be seen that with the exception of 
Birmingham, which is now in financial dis- 
tress and so cannot, with fairness be consid- 
ered, there are only two cities with a per 
capita tax smaller than that of Atlanta. 
In arriving at the average of $14.06, Birming- 
ham was, of course, counted, and Atlanta 
stands with the minority below. If we found 
the average with Birmingham excluded, it 
would be $14.83! When we balance our in- 
come with the expenditures there is deep sig- 
nificance in the positiog occupied on both 
lists. Certainly the city cannot spend what 
she does not have. This places the respon- 
sibility on every citizen—we wish Atlanta’s 
schools to take first rank; we say they must 
have a larger appropriation, but will we bear 
part of the responsibility? What are you 
going to do about it?

Let Atlanta Lead in | 
Food Supply Conservation 


Editor Constitution: Naturally an opti- 
mist, and with unbounded faith in the possi- 
bilities of our time and country, I am deeply 
impressed with the facts presented by Carl 
Vrooman, of the agricultural department, on 
the critical situation which is certain to 
confront the southern states in the matter of 
food supply in case of a prolonged period of 
war. 

Since the civil war, it has been the habit 
of these states.to depend on other sections 
for their breadstuffs, and for a very large 
proportion of their dairy products, their 
meat supplies, hay and other feed for live- 
stock, and for canned goods and preserved 
fruits. Prior to the war there were abun- 
dant orchards and vineyards on most of the 
big cotton plantations; plenty of wheat and 
other cereals were grown; goodly herds of 
fine catle were kept, and it was a custom of 
the country to have the smokehouse filled 
with the best hams and bacon that human 
skill could produce from ample herds of the 
best porkers that were then known to our 
people. 

The war utterly exhausted and destroyed 
all these sources of wealth, and they have 
not been replaced for the simple reason that 
the means for so doing has not been forth- 
coming, while the supplies, from hand to 
mouth, could be obtained by import. The 
visible result of this condition is not, in the 
least, Overstated by Mr. Vrooman. The south 
will, literally, face starvation in case of a 
prolonged foreign war—unless she provides 
herself with food from her own farms—for 
the simple reason that the supplies from 
other parts of the country will fail entirely. 
All the surplus flour, meat, vegetables and 
feedstuffs will be in urgent demand for the 
armies in the field, and for those populations 
that cannot produce them—which live in 
cities, and are the most dependent of con, 
sumers. 

It is among the likelihoods that a revolu- 
tion in Germany may save this nation from 
the necessity which now confronts her, of 
sending armed forces to aid the allies in 
the suppression of Prussian militarism, the 
sinister power which has set out to extirpate 
all free government from the earth. But 
if the German people are so blind and ob- 
sessed as to let this opportunity for freedom 
pass by unheeded, then we shall have a 
task to perform which will tax to the utter- 
most all our resources. 

Assuming that the worst may happen, 
why cannot Atlanta set an example which 
the rest of the country might imitate with 
advantage and profit? 

First of all, call for volunteers among the 
school children, and other young persons 
who will be out of an oecupation when the 
school holidays come, and sef them to work 
in the preparation of extensive gardens on 
all suitable vacant lots—which, it may be 
assumed, the owners would contribute the 
use of for this emergency. The work, from 
first to last, should be under the direction 
of the most skilled and the best qualified 
men and women who have learned soma 
part of the agricultural trade, either from 
actual practice or in a technical school. 
Many of these would act as volunteers, to be 
remunerated from a share of the product— 
and each of the laborers should be remu- 
nerated in the same way. With this plan 
well in hand, the next step would be to see 
that there are not masses of idlers and 
shiftless persons who would go on produc- 
ing nothing, but looking for the community 
to provide for them when the pinch comes. 

With these there might have to be com- 
pulsion under municipal and police regula- 
tions and ordinances which would aave to 
be passed at once to meet the situation. All 
whites who are likely to become a charge 
upon the community should be provided with 
the opportunity—forced, if need be—to pre- 
pare for the coming period of scarcity and 
possible want. A system of community co- 
operation would be the basis for this work. 
Seed, plowing, transportation And the proper 
distribution of wholesome and abundant food 
while the work is in progress would have 
to be provided for. Those members of the 
community who are not in want, nor likely 
to become so, could do their part by belping 
with all the details which would have to be 
carefully and skilfully worked out. There 
would have to be active committees of both 
men and women to look after various 
branches of the undertaking—and all of 
these, let it be borne in mind—will have 
their work cut out for them. If they do it 
now thoroughly and cheerfully, they may 
Have the happiness to escape a worse fate 
through longer indifference and neglect 

While similar care and forethought must 
be exercised for the negro population, this 
part of the work might be largely in the 
hands of men and women of the coiored race 
—with such supervision as the authorities 
deem needful and proper. 

ij am sure that any thinking person can 
fill in the details fur this plan it is only a 
skeleton of the systems which have been 
worked out in practice among the stricken 
peoples of Europe. When the war broke 
out in 1914, I sent a suggestion to a friend 
in France of a plan to care for the dependent

This led to the notion 
that cessation of perspiration would causé 
poisonous effects. However, the death was 
due to marked alterations of body tempera- 
ture. If such an animal is kept at about 
normal temperature by artificial means, mo 
morbid symptoms follow the application of 
varnish. Hence it is scarcely reasonable to 
imagine a Turkish bath removes poisons 
from the body.

But Despite Increase There 

Must Be Great Improve- 
ment Before Georgia Be- 
gins to Supply Number 
Needed by Government. 


With more than a hundred men ship- 
ped and many more waiting for exam- 
ination, recruiting locally reached the 
highest point it has attained since war 
was assured yesterday, but, it is stated, 
enlistments must come at a much more 
rapid pace still in order to satisfy the 
immediate needs of the government. 

There were thirty-six recruits ship- 
ped to Fort Thomas Monday for the 
army and thirty-four to Norfolk for 
the navy. Captain Heidt had twenty- 
odd more men who had passed the ex- 
amination, making a total of nearly six- 
ty for the day. These will be started 
for the training camp today. 

While the captain was highly grati- 
fied over the results of the day’s work, 
he made it clear that the state must re- 
. spond to the country’s call far more 
freely than this if America is to get a 
volunteer army of the size the govern- 
ment wants. 

Many More Recruits Needed. 

“Instead of enlisting thirty-odd a 
day,” he declared, “we. should be send- 
ing from Georgia 300 to 400. The rate 
of thirty a day for Georgia means 


about a thousand daily additions to 
the army for the whole country, and 
at that rate it would take us a hundred 
days to raise 100,000 men. It would 
be years before we raised a half mil- 
lion, if we ever could do it at that rate. 

“The people should realize that the 
government is now trying out the vol- 
unteer plan of raising soldiers. There 
is not a single advantage under a vol- 
unteer plan which the men who are 
enlisting in the regular army now are 
not given. They will be furloughed 
from the service at the end of a year, 
if the war should be over then; other- 
wise they are in for the length of the 
war. 

“Another thing to be remembered is 
that what the army needs most right 
now is men, not officers. I have dozcns 
of inquiries every day from men who 
want to know how they can get com- 
missions in the service. I patiently 
pve them all the information I have, 

ut I know that the quickest way for 
them to get commissions is to enlist in 
the regular army. Because a man has 
worn a uniform at some time or other 
in college it does not mean that he is 
qualified for a commission. 

“This war is about the most serious 
business Uncle Sam has ever got into, 
and only soldiers of tried experience 
will be entrusted with command. It is 
strictly a soldiers’ war. I believe that 
the best experience a college man with 
some previous military training can get, 
if he is ambitious for promotion, will 
be in the regular army. His previous 
military training will be quickly mani- 
fest to the officers, if it has been of 
the real sort, and he will be given due 
credit therefor. 


Will Consider Patriotism. 


“Another thing young men should 
consider is that the patriotic spirit 
shown by the young men who volun- 
teer now will be given consideration. 
It is one thing to volunteer freely to 
serve your countrygand quite another 
to be forced into the service by a 
draft. It is something to be proud of 
in after years and to hand down to 
one’s children that you freely rallied 
to the call of the country. There is 
nothing particularly heroic or pa- 
triotic about being forced to serve. 
Young men should remember that now 
and take advantage of the opportunity 
to volunteer while it is open, use 
in my opinion, a little later they wil 
have no choice in the matter. 

“Then when the army is sent to Eu- 
rope, as it will be if the war lasts 
another year, it will be the men who 
volunteered who will have most of the 
choice positions, they will be the ser- 
geants and corporals white many of 
them may rise to the dignity of com- 
missions.” 

It was announced Monday that the 
age limit in the navy had been raised 
from 30 to 35 years for many classes 
in the service. This oe to engi- 
neers, mechanics, cooks, bakers, black- 
smiths, coppersmiths and quite a num- 
ber of other men with trades. 

Lieutenant J. F. Atkinson, a retired 
officer in the navy, who has been as- 
signed to assist Lieutenant Keller in 
the recruiting office here, reported for 
duty Monday. Lieutenant Atkinson is 
a graduate from Annapolis in the class 
of 1905, having received his appoint- 
ment from Georgia, and was living in 
Brunswick when he was called back 
to the service. Naval Surgeon J. 
Dykes, retired, has also been called 
back to the service to assist Surgeon 
J. F. Murphy in examining recruits. 
He will be assigned to the Augusta 
office. 

Physicians Enlisted. 

While in Augusta Sunday, Dr. Mur- 
phy enlisted two physicians to enter 
the naval reserve médical corps, Dr. 
B. R. Johnson and Dr. S. B. Greene. 

Atlanta made an unusual showing in 
the navy recruiting list Monday with 
27 out of the 30-odd recruits who were 
shipped. Interest in the navy in At- 
lanta is 2 greatly stimulated by 
the splendid line of information con- 
tained in the advertising matter dis- 
tributed from the recruiting station. 

Mayors and county officials through- 
out the state are urged by the recruit- 
ing officers to get busy and stimulate 
enlistments in their localities.

Declaring that “the war is now our 
own, and it will be our duty both to 
answer the call for soldiers and to 
make our fields yield the best harvests 
possible in order to feed, clothe and 
take care of those who enlist in the 
army, as well as the rest of the pop- 
ulation who are forced to remain be- 
hind,” Governor Nat E. Harris has is- 
sued a proclamation to the people of 
Georgia urging them to do their full 
duty to their government in this cru- 
cial situation. 

His proclamation in full is as fol- 
lows: 

To the — ot Georgia The president 
of the Unit States has issued a pro- 
clamation declaring that a state of war ex- 
ists between our country and the imperial 
German government. The proclamation fol- 
lowed a resolution to the same effect p 
by the congress of the United States, which 
became effective by the signature of the 
president at 1 o’clock on Friday, the 6th day 
of April, 1917. 

It is not necessary at this time t 
in detail the facts which led up 
most momentous event. 

In view of the action of congress and the 
president, the time has come for every 
patriot in our great commonwealth to give 
evidence of his loyalty to the government, 
under which we live and the flag that floats 
over us. The services of our people will be 
asked for, doubtless, and it is the belief of 
the executive that this great state will 
not fall behind any of her sisters in the 
promptness with which her sons will rally 
to the cause, and answer the demands that 
are made upon them. 

We have enjoyed our full share of the 
blessings of peace heretofore, and I am cer- 
tain we will not shirk any duties required 
in the hour of trouble. 

While our brave sons will be ready to 
give their lives to the cause of their coun- 
try, there will be many calis for service on 
the part of the good women also, whose 
work in alleviating the sufferings caused 
by war will always abate or lessen many 
of its horrors. 

I hope that our people will be faithful in 
— the laws of the land in this great 
crisis. 

While we do not desire to allow secret 
enemies within our borders, yet I charge 
the people to be careful to avoid suspicion 
where there is no cause for the same.

a it is the opinion of the 
executive that it will not be necessary in 
keeping order to appeal so much to the 
federal stautes as to our own, which it is 
the duty of our local and state officials 
to enforce. The law against vagrants should 
be strictly observed, and on account of 
the vast demoralizing tendencies which a 
state of war will bring about, the people 
should at all times be vigilant in protecting 
their homes by taking care to harbor no 
one with a design against our domestic 
tranquillity. 

The president has laid down fully the 
method of treating all aliens who happen 
to be in our midst. Men who are foreign- 
born are not necesarily classed as enemies, 
for some of our best and most loyal citizens 
were born in other lands. 

The war now is our own, and it will be 
our. duty, both to answer the call for sol- 
diers and to make our fields yield the best 
harvests possible in order to feed, clothe 
and take care of those who enlist in the 
army as well as the rest of the population 
who are forced to remain behind.
